said, also had sum s of m oney in the

For the loans to Adolf Segal, H ippie 
accepted as collateral securities of the 
M ajestic hotel, the Swedish Steel c o m ­ 
pany of L ancaster, Pa., and th e P en n ­ 
sylvania Sugar Refining com pany of 
this city. 
T h e steel com pany and the 
sugar 
refining 
concern have 
never 
been 
placed 
In 
operation. 
Segal 
claim s the collateral he gave is good 
and that lie will meet all his ob liga­ 
tions. 
T here are others to whom H ippie 
loaned m o n ey on insufficient secu rity, 
but th ese n a m e s have not been m ade 
public and the sum s are not believed 
to he large. 
How far Hippie bnefltted 
in the loan s m ade or w hether he w a s 
m erely the tool of others is yet to be 
determ ined. 


Could Net Raise the Money. 


W hile tile depositors w ere su p p osed ­ 
ly placing their m oney with th e R eal 
E state Trust com pany 
the directors 
w ere m ak in g strenuous efforts to tide 
the institution over tile difficulty. 
All 
day M onday they 
worked but it be­ 
cam e 
apparent 
shortly after 
noon 
T uesday that the 
crash w as in evit­ 
able. 
A pplication papers for a tem ­ 
porary receiver were prepared and loft 
at the offices 
of the trust 
com pany, 
after w hich the directors went to the 
m eeting o f th e clearing house a sso cia ­ 
tion to m a k e a last appeal for help. 
T he directors stated that they needed 
$7,000,000 
but the 
best the 
banks 
could do w as to guarantee $3,500,000. 
This w as not enough and as all other 
m eans for gettin g money had failed, 
V ice P resident Houston telephoned to 
the bank lo suspend business and send 
the receiversh ip papers to court. 
In 
an incredibly short tim e the story w as 
un the street and created great con­ 
sternation. 
Hundreds of persons gath- 
red about the building clam oring for 
inform ation and the crowd grow so 
great that a detail of police w as sen t 
for to clear tho street. 
T here w a s no 
disorder. 
The application 
for the 
receiver 
says that the com pany has a paid up 
capital of $1,500,OGU, an apparent sur­ 
plus of an equal amount and d ep osits 
of about $10,000,000. 
The a s s e ts are 
real e s ta te in Philadelphia, loans upon 


n ihil oral upon demand arui on tim e 
m d other securities. 
President H ip ­ 
pie, the1 application says, “by false re­ 
ports 
to the directors of the 
loans 
made by him brought about th e con d i­ 
tion of th e com pany, which w as first 
discovered by the officers of the bank 
subsequent to the death of th e p resi­ 
dent.” 
T h e court then appointed Mr. 
Earle 
receiver and 
he entered 
s e ­ 
curity to the amount of $1,000,000. 
Mr. E arle held a lengthy con feren ce 
vifli the directors and officers of th e 
com pany at which the receiver w as 
put in p ossession of the 
real con d i­ 
tions so far as the officials could in­ 
form him. 
In a sta te m e n t 
to the public Mr. 
Earle exp ressed the hope that he m ay 
Boon he able to recommend a plan to 
tile d ep ositors that will better serve 
their 
in terests 
and 
term inate 
his 
services. 
P ersisten t 
rumors that 
President 
Hippie com m itted suicide w ere borne

Tex., and Jam es Maynard of Knoxville. 
Term., w ere am ong Hie speakers for 
the shippers. 
T h e A m erican S h ip p ers’ association 
and the Illinois M anufacturers’ asso­ 
ciation w ere represented. 
The 
railroad rep resen ta tiv es 
uni­ 
form ly g a v e assu ran ce of their Inten­ 
tion to fully com ply with the now law,
